fice. 

Public funding of elections 
is another categorical aid 
grant for politicians at public 
expense. 

In most legislative’ bodies 
the electorate is represented 
by good, conscientious people. 
By and large public officials 
areén't,on the take and can’t 
be bought and sold. This has 
been true historically under 
our system of government 
despite the dramatic excep- 
tions which make news. 

People aren't going to get 
better representation by set- 
ting apart their peers who 
chose to run for office ir jen 
of laboring at some 
task. The closer) tandidates 
and officeholders are, tied to 
their constituency the more 
apt they are to represent them 
well and that should include 
the grubby business of asking 
for support and money on the 
basis of what one stands for.

Comstock Mealybug Eradication 
Program Started In County Area 


SACRAMENTO -— State and 
county crews next week will 
begin treating seven 
communities in Tulare county 
and two in Kern county in 
addition to scattered locations in 
both counties in the, first 
Comstock mealybug eradication 
effort of 1975. 

The effort was scheduled to 
start Monday, April 14, if 
weather permitted. 

California’s Department of 
Food and Agriculture is 
spearheading the project, which 
is headquartered in Porterville. 
Project leader Jerry D: Smith 
said Tulare and Kern county 
crews will cooperate in the 
effort. 

He said crews will begin 
operations in Lindsay, 
Springville, Strathmore, Poplar, 
Plainview, Porterville and 
Earlimart and other ‘‘areas. of 
spot infestation” in Tulare and 
will work in Wasco and Delano, 
as well as “spots” around these 
areas, in Kern. 

A very mild solution of 
malathion is the pesticide to be 
used this year. The formulation 
will be one pint in 100 gallons of 
water, Smith said. He asked for 
the cooperation of householders 

throughout the two-county area 
of infestation. 

“We will be spraying for a 
two-week period and this will be 
followed by a two-week period 
during which we will conduct a 
visual’ survey of the areas 
treated,” Smith said. “It is 
important that treatment crews 
move along quickly in order to 
take 
mealybug’s 
timetable.” 

There will be at least three 
treatments during the year, each 
timed to coincide with the 
period just before the mealybug 
lays her eggs, Smith said.

SACRAMENTO ~— The public 
employees right to strike igsue 
would be decided at the ane 
under legislation introduced 
today by Senator Dennis E. 
Carpenter. 

Carpenter introduced SCA 27 
which would place on the ballot 
a revision of the Constitution 
prohibiting strikes by any public 
employees covered by a civil 
service system. 

Included would be. state, 
county, city, school district and 
special district employees. 

‘Carpenter’s strike prohibiting 
measure broadly defines strikes 
to include ‘ta: work stoppage, 
slow down, sick-in, or any other 
concerted refusal by public 
employees to perform. services 
which they are employed to 


perform.” 


‘‘Government differs from 
business in basic concept,” 
Carpenter said. “The private 


sector operates in the 
marketplace on the profit 
imotive where clear choices are 
available to citizens. 
Government exists: to. provide 
services based on tax revenues 
which citizens must pay, 
without a supply and demand 
check. 

“There has been so much 
rhetoric and pressure by 
lobbying groups on this issue the 
true feeling of the public is 
unknown.

Wheat Allotment 
At 61.6 Million 
Acres For 1976 


WASHINGTON ~- A 
1976-crop wheat allotment of 
61.6 million acres has been 
proclaimed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz. The 
allotment for the. 1975 crop was 
53.5 million acres. 

The national allotment does 
not represent a limit on the 
amount of wheat that may be 
planted. Rather, it is used solely 
as a basis for making payments 
to wheat growers should the 
market price for wheat fall 
below the established target 
price or if growers qualify for 
disaster payments. Under these 
two programs, growers are 
eligible far payments only on 
allotted acres. 

The 1976 allotted acres will 
be apportioned among states, 
counties and. individual 
producers generally on the basis 
of the apportionment for the 
1975-crop year. 

Legislation requires. that by 
April 15 of each year, the 
Secretary of Agriculture must 
proclaim a national wheat 
acreage allotment for the crop to 
be harvested in the next calendar 
year. The national allotment 
represents the number of 
harvested acres of wheat, based 
on the estimated’ national 
average yield, needed to produce 
the quantity of wheat (minus 
imports) that will be utilized 
domestically and exported 
during the 1976-77 marketing 
year. 

The 1976 national allotment 
is computed on the basis of an 
estimated national yield of 33.1 
bushels per acre and estimated 
total utilization (less imports) 
for the 1976-77 marketing year 
of 2.04 billion bushels. Domestic 
use is projected at 841 million: 
bushels, exports at 1.2 billion 
bushels and imports at | million 
bushels. 


SOUND CHECK 


SACRAMENTO — The 
California Highway Patrol will 
measure 1.2 million trucks, cars 
and motorcycles this year to see 
if they are giving off more sound 
than the law allows. Last year 
the CHP’s seven two-man_ noise 
measurement teams used their 
roadside microphones and sound 
level meters to tune in on 
1,185,353 cars, trucks and 
motorcycles, finding 25,098 of 
them putting out more decibels 
than the limit specified for their 
class in the California Vehicle 
Code.
